It is due to these gentlemen to say that their efforts were greatly impeded by 
unavoidable delays in the preliminary arrangements made by the Academy. 
The result 1s a smaller collection from Europe than last year; but it will be seen 
by an examination of the 36 paintings marked P in the catalogue, that the 
standard has not been lowered. These were the only works accepted by the jury 
in Paris, but others of tmportance, that had passed beyond the reach of the jury 
before its work commenced, have been received from Europe. 

The home collections are proportionally larger than last year; and will be 


found especially strong in notable works by our younger artists.

This picture is painted from studies made at the scene of the event near Granada, Spain. 

As narrated by Washington Irving, at the conclusion of the sixth chapter of his biography, 
Columbus, at nearly sixty years of age, made his last appeal for aid to Ferdinand and Isabella, then 
at their camp at Santa Fé, and, being refused, started, discouraged but not defeated, to seek help from 
the sovereign of France. 

After his departure, Queen Isabella was urged by his friends to reconsider his cause in the 
interests of religious propagation, as well as national glory and aggrandizement. Her zealous spirit 
yielded to their eloquence, and determined, if necessary, to sacrifice her jewels, she sent a messenger in 
haste after Columbus, who was overtaken in his journey at the bridge of Pinos, which ts midway 
between Santa Fé and Granada. 

The picture represents this eventful moment of his life. With halted mule, he receives the com- 
munication of the shrewdly courteous messenger, who had dismounted from one of the spirited blue- 
black steeds of Andalucia.

The 
scene illustrated in the painting is thus described in the Recollections of Sophie Weber (Afozart’s 
sister-in-law) -— : 

“T remember, the day before his death, Mozart desired the score to be brought to him (it was two 
o'clock in the afternoon), and sang his part. Benedict Schack (for whom he had written the part of 
Tamino) took the soprano; his brother-in-law, Lofer, the tenor, and Gerl (the singer of Sarrastro), 
the bass. They had sung through the various parts to the first bars of the Lacrimosa, when Mozart 
suddenly burst into tears and laid aside the score. Turning to me, he said: ‘ Did I not tell you that 
this was my requiem ?’”?
